Tobacco use 
bannod on state 
property 

Kentucky ends the use of all tobacco 
products and e-cigarettes on executive 
branch state property, effective Novem¬ 
ber 20 - the day of the Great American 
Smokeout. 

Pointing to Kentucky’s high rankings 
in smoking and cancer deaths, Governor 
Steve Beshear announced the tobacco- 
free policy September 4. Kentucky has 
the highest rate among all states of adult 
smokers and the sixth-highest rate of 
youth smoking. Kentucky also leads the 
nation in cancer deaths. One of the pri¬ 
mary goals of Governor Beshear’s 
kyhealthnow initiative is to reduce Ken¬ 
tucky’s smoking rates by 10 percent by 
2019. 

“I am committed to reducing the 
exposure to unnecessary health risks in 
the workplace and taking the steps need¬ 
ed to improve the quality of life for all 
Kentucky citizens,” said Gov. Beshear. 
“Smoking and breathing secondhand 
smoke causes disease and there is no 
level of exposure to secondhand smoke 
that is considered safe.” 

Kentucky is the fifth state to institute 
such a policy. As the largest single 
employer in Kentucky, the state’s tobac¬ 
co-free policy will affect approximately 
33,000 state workers, as well as hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of visitors to state 
offices and properties. 

All executive branch buildings are 
currently smoke-free inside. The gover¬ 
nor’s executive order transitions that 
policy to include all tobacco products 
and executive branch state property. 
This means no cigarettes, tobacco prod¬ 
ucts, or e-cigarettes may be used in 
state-owned or leased buildings, in state- 
owned vehicles, or on state property. All 
state office buildings, parking lots, side¬ 
walks, and green space on state grounds 
are included in the ban. Tobacco users 
will have to leave the property to smoke 
or use other tobacco products. 

An implementation period was set 
aside for state government agencies, 
guided by the Personnel Cabinet and 
Finance and Administration Cabinet, to 
ready the workforce before the Nov. 20 
effective date. 

“Nearly 5,000 executive branch 
workers report they use tobacco, and 
their health care costs average 20 per¬ 
cent higher than those who do not report 
tobacco use,” said Tim Longmeyer, Per¬ 
sonnel Cabinet secretary and chairman 
of the Kentucky Group Health Insurance 
Board. “As a former smoker, I know it is 
tough to quit and that the tremendous 
benefits of quitting are not readily appar¬ 
ent to a person going through nicotine 
withdrawal. That’s why our priority has 
been to make sure employees know 
where to turn if they, or someone they

shouldn’t diminish apprecia¬ 
tion for the present. If all you 
do is concentrate on what you 
want, you won’t enjoy today. 
Don’t be jealous of others; 
what they do or have has no 
bearing on you. 

You can feel bitter or 
resentful for a variety of rea¬ 
sons. Perhaps you feel some¬ 
thing is missing from your 
life, things aren’t going your 
way, or you have been treated 
unfairly. You may wonder, 
“Why do these things always 
happen to me?” 

Life’s problems tend to 
dominate your thoughts, 
turning your focus to what 
you feel is wrong. You may 
start to resent those who 
appear to be better off. You’re 
apt to dwell on things you 
think would make your life 
better if you had them. If only 
you had more money, more 
time, a bigger house, a differ¬ 
ent car, a different job, a dif¬ 
ferent boss, had picked a dif¬ 
ferent career, etc.

quickly find a job. I learned at 
that time that the toughest 
time to find a job is when you 
desperately need one. I drove 
everywhere in search of a job. 
Prospective employers were 
kind suggesting that maybe 
later down the road they 
might have an opportunity. I 
needed something immedi¬ 
ately. There was almost never 
a moment that I slept at night. 

After becoming unem¬ 
ployed, I also felt friendless. 
For years prior I thought I had 
zillions of friends. Suddenly it 
seemed as if no one knew me. 
I felt as if I had been dropped 
into a bottomless chasm and 
nobody cared. 

Suddenly I came up with a 
solution. I would end my life. 
Briefly I felt uplifted and 
hopeful. This would be the 
way out of what seemed to be 
no way out. I lived in a nice 
neighborhood at the time and 
decided to take a walk at 1 
a.m. The sky was clear and it 
appeared as if every star was 
shining that night. It was one 
of those nights when I felt like 
I could touch each star. As I 
walked the neighborhood that 
late summer evening I was 
very alone without the sound 
of cars or children playing. It 
was dead silent. I could hear 
my heart beating in the quiet 
of the night. I started think¬ 
ing, “I have a wonderful fam¬ 
ily who needs me. I have to be 
here for them. Taking my life 
would be a horrific act of self¬ 
ishness.” 


I went back home and got 
on my knees and asked God 
to lead me and help me. If I 
ever needed a miracle from 
God it was then. I told God I 
would do anything, go any¬ 
where. 

About two weeks later a 
man from Indiana called me 
and said “Glenn, would you 
be interested in moving to 
Indiana?” Quietly I thought 
to myself, God, anything but 
Indiana! Our family pulled 
up, moved and it ended up 
being the most empowering 
twenty years of my life. God 
took care of our family in an 
incredible way. 

Looking back twenty years 
ago I felt like we were just a 
month or two away from 
being homeless. It was a 
frightening feeling. I am sad 
for the thousands of Ameri¬ 
cans who do not have a place 
to sleep. I try to do what I can 
yet never feel like it’s enough. 

I am so grateful. I’m grate¬ 
ful for a warm house and 
comfortable bed. I’m thankful 
for food to eat and work that 
I love to do. I’m thankful for 
my loving wife, family and so 
much more. 

Maybe this Thanksgiving 
you are having trouble being 
thankful. Maybe your life is in 
pain and you are spiraling 
downward into a dark chasm. 
My hope for you is that one 
night you might see the stars 
in their entire splendor and 
that your life will soon shine 
among them full of thanksgiv¬ 
ing. 


Controlling radio-reactive correspondence

People don’t write many 
letters these days, but we really 
could use a “cooling off draw¬ 
er” function on our computers 
for a lot of email. I hear the 
concern raised often by pastors, 
church members and the popu¬ 
lation at large. 

The ease with which people 


are able to blast the virtual 
community with their furiously 
unfiltered opinions is really a 
problem. Someone recently 
said to me, “You know, pressing 
the ‘reply all’ button on my 
email is an ethical decision.” 

It is also a decision fraught 
with implications for the send¬ 
er’s reputation, especially when 
it comes to ministry and leader¬ 
ship. 

Among the key indicators 
of a person’s leadership readi¬ 
ness is a person’s level of reac¬ 
tivity. Whereas some letters 
that were dropped into mail 
slots a generation ago were 
referred to as “radioactive” in 
their fallout, the level of “radio¬ 
reactivity” in electronic corre¬ 
spondence is comparatively the 


difference between a stick of 
dynamite and a nuclear bomb. 
And the fallout can go on for 
years, especially if the sender 
makes a habit of launching 
missives. 

So, if we were to revise the 
advice some of us got back in 
the days when we wrought our 
damage with an ink pen or a 
typewriter so that the advice 
corresponds better to the way 
most of us communicate today 
via emails, texts and tweets: 

When something happens 
that causes you to blow your 
top and you feel that you just 
have to respond with an angry 
reply, write it, by all means. 
Then hit “delete.” 

It might just save your rep¬ 
utation.

A visit to River Valley 


Janice and I walked thru 
the garden area that leads to 
the main entrance of River 
Valley Nursing Home in 
Butler. Nursing homes can 
be depressing, but this one 
lifts one’s spirits with its 
variety of flowers that bloom 
throughout the growing sea¬ 
son. Interspersed among the 
flowers a tomato plant peeks 
thru as if to say, “Don’t for¬ 
get me, I’m here, too. I may 
not be as pretty, but I am 
good to eat. You can’t eat 
flowers.” A kitty cat scam¬ 
pers under the vines, imag¬ 
ining, I suppose, that he or 
she is a giant jungle tiger in 
Africa, hunting for its prey. 
When the weather is warm, 
several residents sit near the 
entrance, enjoying the beau¬ 
ty of the flower way. 

My mind flashed back to 
May, 1943. Dad had moved 
our family to Detroit to 
work in the war plants, and 
he had just received a letter 
from his brother’s wife who 
said that Grandpa Collins 
was nearing death. She said 
that if he wanted to see his 
Dad alive that he should 
come back to Elkatawa 
soon. We packed and left 
the next day via the L&N 
railroad passenger service. 
Grandpa Collins lingered a 
few more days and passed at 
76, surrounded by his fam¬ 
ily and friends, except for 
one son whose whereabouts 
were unknown. We buried 
Grandpa in the family cem¬ 
etery in Cy Branch. 

Families were more 
tightly wound back then; 
children frequently lived in 
the same community or 
town. Not infrequently, if 
the family had several chil¬ 
dren, one would not marry 
but live with the parents 
and take care of them until 
their passing. Most fre¬ 
quently this child was a girl 
and she would be deeded 
the home place. It was not a 
perfect system, but it did 
provide security and a mea¬ 
sure of comfort to the aging 
parents. 

But things have changed: 
Families have scattered to 
the four corners of the 


globe. Career demands fre¬ 
quently push both husband 
and wife to extraordinary 
levels as the urge for things 
dominates our lives. Reflec¬ 
tion and spiritual aspects of 
our lives are often neglected. 
Quality time with parents 
and extended family 
becomes less and less. (I 
remember gathering at Dad 
and Mom’s front porch on 
Sunday afternoon and dis¬ 
cussing politics and religion 
with the adults and neigh¬ 
bors while the children 
played ball in the front yard. 
That was quality time. Now, 
it seems that the younger 
generation can’t talk because 
of their preoccupation with 
a hand held machine.) 

Back to River Valley. We 
were looking for three per¬ 
sons whom we knew who 
were now residents. One 
was being attended to and 
was not immediately avail¬ 
able. So, we meandered 
back to the foyer where 
probably eight to ten resi¬ 
dents were visiting with 
family and friends. We stuck 
our heads in the community 
room where the DeMoss- 
ville Baptist Church was 
preparing to have church. A 
prominent citizen of Pend¬ 
leton County noticed us 
and escorted us to a seat 
near the front. He appeared 
to be a self-appointed usher 
and found seats for some 
other latecomers. When we 
were seated, we discovered 
one of the ladies we had 
come to see. The service was 
about to begin; therefore, 
we smiled at her and kept 
our seats. 

I observed the residents. 
They appeared to be glad to 
have the opportunity to go 
to church. They nodded 
affirmatively as the minister 
strummed a guitar and sang 
“Amazing Grace,” but nod¬ 
ded off, as did I, when he 
began to expound the Scrip¬ 
ture. But it was a well done 
service, not lengthy, and 
residents retreated to the 
hallway and their rooms, a 
look of satisfaction on their 
visages. 

We approached this lady 


who had been in the Fal¬ 
mouth Rotary Club and 
asked how she was doing. 
“Oh,” she said, “I really like 
it here. I have lots of visitors 
and the staff treat us so 
good. And, you know I like 
to play cards and three or 
four of my friends are com¬ 
ing down to play with me 
soon.” Her eyes brightened 
with the anticipated visit. 
Her daughter appeared 
from behind her and smiled 
also, apparently pleased that 
her mother had adjusted so 
well to River Valley. 

We found another lady 
whom we had known for 
several years, and had a 
stimulating conversation 
with her about stupid things 
we had done when we were 
young. Her body is weaken¬ 
ing slightly, but her mind 
and spirit appear strong and 
resilient. She and a couple 
of other ladies in the area 
whom we know are all 
approaching 100. I suggest¬ 
ed a combined birthday 
party. She grinned wryly. I 
did not know how to inter¬ 
pret her expression, so I let 
it lie. 

Janice went down the 
hall to find a lady who 
wanted some Lexington 
Heralds which she had 
saved for her, while I was 
finishing my conversation 
above. A beautiful lady with 
a greyhound on leash wan¬ 
dered into our room and we 
reminisced. Her dog was 
well-mannered and peace¬ 
ful. I began to understand 
why some say that dogs and 
cats are good therapy for 
residents of nursing homes. 
I thought of the document¬ 
ed story of the cat in a nurs¬ 
ing home that would go to 
the bed of a dying patient 
and curl up beside him or 
her in his or her last hours. 

I felt strangely peaceful 
and pleased as Janice and I 
exited by the rose garden to 
our vehicle. River Valley is 
not perfect. But given our 
time and place, it does a 
very good job. It is no dis¬ 
grace to put a loved one 
there. It is a disgrace to for¬ 
get them! 


Legislative perspective on Kentucky General Assembly

This week, as extended 
family returns home and we 
prepare for the upcoming 
holiday season, I wish you a 
happy Thanksgiving. 

We are now just seven 
years away from the 400th 
anniversary of the famous 
feast enjoyed by the Pilgrims 
and the Native Americans 
who helped them weather 
especially tough times. 

Since then, our nation has 
regularly set aside at least a 
day to give thanks. In 1789, 
the holiday as we know it 
today began taking shape 
when President Washington 
called for it to be in late 
November. President Lincoln 
solidified the tradition when 
he declared it to be on the 
fourth Thursday of the 
month. 

Our country has a lot for 
which to be thankful, and a 
big reason for that is our self¬ 
less men and women in uni¬ 
form. 

Since the beginning of the 
Revolutionary War, 42 mil¬ 
lion Americans have served 
our country, and more than 
half of those soldiers are still 
with us today, including 
339,000 veterans who call 
Kentucky home. Tens of 
thousands more serve at Fort 


Knox, Fort Campbell and a 
number of other military 
installations across the Com¬ 
monwealth. 

Farmers are another major 
group who have served our 
nation with distinction. No 
other country spends a small¬ 
er percentage of their income 
on food, and here in the 
Commonwealth, there is a 
tremendous amount of diver¬ 
sity, with nearly a dozen dif¬ 
ferent commodities bringing 
in a significant amount of 
money every year. 

Our farmers are very char¬ 
itable as well. Last month, for 
example, the General Assem¬ 
bly’s Agriculture Committee, 
which I co-chair, heard an 
update on the growing Farms 
to Food Banks program. 

I was proud to sponsor the 
legislation making this possi¬ 
ble and to support the $1.2 
million that legislators put in 
the current two-year budget 
to increase its access. 

During the just-complet¬ 
ed growing season, we learned 
last month, 363 participating 
farmers received more than 
$1,300 on average, and the 
crops they gave to our food 
banks totaled nearly three 
million pounds. 

Another thing for which 
we can be thankful is our safer 
highways. Since 2006, traffic 
fatalities have declined by 
more than a fifth in Ken¬ 
tucky, and we’re on track to 
see that trend continue this 
year. 

There is other good news 
to celebrate here in Kentucky. 
Last year, for example, manu¬ 
facturers saw their exports 
grow faster than all but one 
state and those sales now 
exceed $23 billion. 


Unemployment was also 
down in all 120 counties in 
both August and September 
when compared to the same 
period in 2013. That marks 
the first time we have seen 
every county have a simulta¬ 
neous drop. 

If you’re a cook looking 
for a break this week, or have 
an especially large family, our 
Kentucky State Parks system 
has good news for you: Those 
with resorts, including Blue 
Licks Battlefield, will be open 
from noon to 8 p.m. on 
Thanksgiving and will offer a 
full buffet, with adults costing 
$18.49 and children six to 12 
costing $8.49. These totals 
include beverages but not tax, 
and young children eat for 
free. 

With Thanksgiving soon 
to be behind us, my legislative 
colleagues and I will begin 
making final preparations to 
ready for the start of the 2015 
Regular Session, which begins 
in early January and lasts for 
30 legislative days. 

As always, your input in 
this process is very much 
needed, and I encourage you 
to let me know your thoughts 
either now or when legisla¬ 
tion begins to move forward.

Veterans seeking employment can find 
assistance at the Kentucky Career Center 


Transitioning from one 
career to another can be 
challenging for anyone, but 
for some military veterans 
there are additional obsta¬ 
cles to overcome.

tions needed to the work 
environment or work sched¬ 
ule in order to be productive 
employees,” Brinly said. 
“The counselors at the 
career center can advocate 
on behalf of a job seeker and 
identify funding sources 
employers can access to pro¬ 
vide the needed accommo¬ 
dations.” 

Another category of 
need is a veteran who is 
either currently homeless or 
close to homelessness. With¬ 
out the security of a regular, 
fixed and adequate night¬ 
time residence, these veter¬ 
ans face additional hard¬ 
ships in trying to find suit¬ 
able work. Counselors at the 
Kentucky Career Center 
coordinate housing referrals 
and, if needed, rent and util- 


enhanced services when 
they visit the career center 
and are routed to the appro¬ 
priate counselor at that 
time.

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Carbon monoxide (CO) 
poisoning can sneak up on 
you. And it can be fatal. 
This is why it’s important to 
follow safety guidelines 
when using fuel-burning 
appliances indoors, especial¬ 
ly during weather-related 
power outages. 

CO is a colorless, odor¬ 
less, poisonous gas produced 
by the incomplete burning 
of any solid, liquid or gas¬ 
eous fuel. The initial symp¬ 
toms of CO poisoning are 
similar to the flu, but with¬ 
out the fever. They include 
headache, fatigue, irregular 
breathing, nausea and dizzi¬ 
ness. If these symptoms are 
mistaken for the flu, it can 
sometimes result in a tragic 
death. 

It is especially toxic to 
mother and child during 
pregnancy, infants, the 
elderly, and people with 
blood, respiratory or other 
circulatory system problems 
such as anemia or heart dis¬ 
ease. 

Nearly 300 people die 
each year from CO pro¬ 
duced by fuel-burning appli¬ 
ances such as furnaces, rang¬ 
es, water heaters and room 
heaters. Another 10,000 
people are treated for CO 
poisoning in hospital emer¬ 
gency rooms, according to 
the Consumer Products 
Safety Commission. 

Your first line of defense 
against CO is to be sure all 
fuel-burning appliances have 
been properly installed and 
correctly operate. Have 
your home heating systems, 


including chimneys and 
flues, inspected for proper 
operation and leakage annu¬ 
ally. Also have inspectors 
check all heating appliances 
and their electrical and 
mechanical components, 
thermostat controls, and 
automatic safety devices. 

The CPSC recommends 
that all homes have CO 
detectors or alarms installed 
in their homes, workshops 
and other locations where 
fuel-burning appliances are 
used. These safety devices 
are as important to your 
family’s safety as smoke 
detectors. 

Also use CO detectors or 
alarms in recreational vehi¬ 
cles and boats. 

Although CO detectors 
or alarms will warn you 
before the deadly gas builds 
up to a dangerous level, they 
are no substitute for proper 
use and maintenance of fuel¬ 
burning appliances. Be sure 
the detector or alarm meets 
current requirements of the 
Underwriters’ Laboratory or 
International Approved Ser¬ 
vices standard. Each home 
should have at least one CO 
safety device nearby each 
individual bedroom. Be sure 
the device isn’t covered by 
curtains or furniture. 

Most CO detectors can 
be purchased for $25 to 
$30, a small price to pay for 
your family’s safety.

“It is especially important 
to eat breakfast,” says Ange¬ 
lone. “High-fiber and high- 
protein foods like oatmeal 
and milk with fruit, an egg 
and spinach on whole wheat 
toast, Greek yogurt with 
nuts, or nut butter on a 
whole-wheat English muffin 
will satisfy hunger without a 
lot of calories.” 

Holiday meals tend to be 


large or buffet-style and 
include second and third 
helpings. While most people 
wouldn’t consider eating an 
entire cake, a common mis¬ 
take is eating large portions 
of foods that are perceived as 
healthful. 

To avoid overeating, use a 
smaller plate.

I’d like to share her 
dinner roll recipe with you. 
Ingredients: 

1/3 cup white sugar

1/4 cup flour 

1 cup boiling water 

2 cups cold water 
2 tablespoons yeast 
8 cups flour (6 cups white, 

2 cups wheat) 

• 3/4 cups cooking oil 

Directions: 

Mix sugars, salt, and flour. 
Pour boiling water over mix¬ 
ture and stir well. Add cold 
water and yeast. Add flour 
gradually, then add oil. Let 
rise. Punch down and divide 
dough into 4 sections. Roll 
out each section in a circle 
and cup pie style. Roll up 
each piece starting at the wide 
end and place on greased 
cookie sheets. Let rise again. 
Bake at 350° till done. Bot¬ 
toms will be slightly golden.

Holiday stain removal tips 


Hectic holiday schedules 
make it easy to miss a stain on a 
favorite outfit or tie until you 
get it out to wear to a special 
occasion. 

Fresh stains are easier to 
remove than old ones so check 
your clothing and accessories as 
soon as you get home from an 
event. When you find a stain, 
read and follow the care label 
instructions. If you take cloth¬ 
ing to the dry cleaner, point out 
the stain location and its source, 
such as red wine, chocolate and 
so forth, if you know it. 

Dry cleaning is the safest, 
best treatment for necktie 
stains. If you know when the 
spill occurs, simply blot the 
spot with an absorbent towel or 
tissue. Don’t try to clean the 
spot with the first available liq¬ 
uid. 

When it’s okay to remove 
the stain at home, be sure to use 
products formulated for stain 
removal. 

Here are some stain removal 
tips from the Soap and Deter¬ 
gent Association. 

Since you can set some 
stains with the wrong removal 
treatment, try to find out what 
the stain is. If the item is wash¬ 
able, but you’re not sure of the 
stain source, rinse or soak the 
item in cold water before apply¬ 
ing a stain remover or launder¬ 
ing it. 

Some common methods to 
pre-treat tough problems are 
using a pre-wash stain remover, 
or applying and gently rubbing 
in a liquid detergent or granular 
detergent-water paste. 

Soaking can effectively loos¬ 
en heavy soils. Separate white 
items from colors. Also sepa¬ 
rately soak colors that might 
bleed, or put them with like- 
colored fabrics. Presoaking 
directions generally recommend 
30 minutes or longer in cool or 
warm water. 

If your washer has a pre¬ 
wash cycle, consider this stain 
removal technique; it takes less 
time than soaking. Use a pre¬ 
soak product, detergent, and/or 
other laundry additive during 
this cycle. 

Always check clothing to be 
sure the stain is completely 
removed before putting the 
item in a dryer, or ironing it, 
because heat can permanently 
bake in the stain. 

Be patient, you might have 
to repeat a treatment several 
times to completely remove a 
stain. 

You will be most successful 
at home removal by using tech¬ 
niques recommended for the 
type of stain. Here are removal 
tips for some common stains on 
clothing and accessories that do 
not require dry cleaning. 

To remove beverages such as 
coffee, tea, soft drinks, wine 
and alcoholic beverages, sponge 
or soak the stain in cool water. 
Before laundering, pre-treat 
with a stain remover, liquid 
laundry detergent or a granular 
detergent-water paste. Laun¬ 
der using whatever type bleach 
is recommended for the cloth- 


ing. 


Older stains might respond 
better to pre-treating or soaking 
in an enzyme product prior to 
laundering. 

To determine if a treatment 
will harm a fabric or color, put 
a small amount of the recom¬ 
mended stain remover on a hid¬ 
den part of the clothing or 
accessory, such as a clipping 
from the seam allowance. Rinse 
and let it dry. If the color or 
fabric isn’t damaged, proceed 
with the suggested treatment. 

Treat or pre-wash in warm 
water and an enzyme-contain¬ 
ing product or use a pre-wash 
stain remover to eliminate 
chocolate; then, launder. If the 
stain remains, wash again with a 
bleach safe for the fabric. 

When you discover a cos¬ 
metic stain, treat it with a pre¬ 
wash remover, liquid laundry 
detergent or granular detergent- 
water paste. Afterwards, laun¬ 
der it. 

Around the home, candle 
wax and tree sap are common 
stains around the holidays. 

To remove dripped candle 
wax, use a dull knife to scrape it 
off the surface of the tablecloth, 
placemats or other fabric sur¬ 
face. Afterwards, put several 
layers of clean paper towels 
below and on top of the stain; 
press with a warm iron from the 
back of the fabric to transfer 
wax onto the paper towels. 
Repeat this process, and change 
paper towels often until they no 
longer absorb wax. 

Next, put the stained item 
face down on clean paper towels 
and sponge with a pre-wash 
stain remover. Then, launder it 
with detergent, and water that’s 
hot as possible without damag¬ 
ing the fabric. If any stain 
remains, wash again with a 
bleach that’s safe for the fabric. 

To remove pine resin from 
carpeting, use a white towel to 
sponge a few drops of non¬ 
flammable, dry cleaning fluid 
into the stain. Continue to blot 
the stain until the towel no 
longer can pick up sap residue. 
If the dry cleaning fluid doesn’t 
work, try amylacetate, using the 
same removal method. An 
alternative to these two prod¬ 
ucts is a solution of one-fourth 
teaspoon of mild dishwashing 
detergent and one cup of luke¬ 
warm water. Using a white 
cloth, apply a small amount of 
this solution to the stain and 
blot. Rinse by blotting with 
cold water until the detergent 
residue is completely removed; 
then, blot with a dry towel to 
dry the area. 

Never use a laundry deter¬ 
gent to try to remove the resin 
because the product might con¬ 
tain optical brighteners-bleach- 
ing agents that could damage 
the color. 

If your home stain removal 
techniques don’t work, it might 
be necessary to consult a profes¬ 
sional carpet cleaner.

Service Commission for approval to revise its Demand Side Management (DSM) rate for electric 
service and gas service for residential and commercial customers. Duke Energy Kentucky’s 
current monthly DSM rate for residential gas customers is $0.054918 per hundred cubic feet and 
for non-residential gas customers is $0.000000 per hundred cubic feet. Duke Energy Kentucky’s 
current monthly DSM rate for residential electric customers is $0.003062 per kilowatt-hour and 
for non-residential customers is $0.001128 per kilowatt-hour for distribution service and 
$0.000848 per kilowatt-hour for transmission service. 

Duke Energy Kentucky seeks approval to revise these rates as follows: Duke Energy 
Kentucky’s monthly DSM rate for residential gas customers would increase to $0.111800 per 
hundred cubic feet and for non-residential gas customers would remain at $0.000000 per hundred 
cubic feet. Duke Energy Kentucky’s monthly DSM rate for residential electric customers would 
increase to $0.004652 per kilowatt-hour and for non-residential customers would increase to 
$0.001654 per kilowatt-hour for distribution service and would decrease to $0.000161 per 
kilowatt-hour for transmission service. 

The rate contained in this notice is the rate proposed by Duke Energy Kentucky. 
However, the Public Service Commission may order a rate to be charged that differs from this 
proposed rate. Such action may result in a rate for consumers other than the rate in this notice. 
The foregoing rates reflect a proposed increase in electric revenues of approximately $1.83 
million or 0.54% over current total electric revenues and an increase of $3.62 million or 3.08% 
over current gas revenues. 

A typical residential gas customer using 70 ccf in a month will see an increase of $3.98 or 
4.77%. A typical residential electric customer using 1000 kWh in a month will see an increase of

electric customers served at transmission voltage will see no change in their bills from this 
application. 

Any corporation, association, body politic or person may by motion within thirty (30) 
days after publication or mailing of notice of the proposed rate changes, submit a written request 
to intervene to the Public Service Commission, 211 Sower Boulevard, P.O. Box 615, Frankfort, 
Kentucky 40602, and shall set forth the grounds for the request including the status and interest 
of the party. The intervention may be granted beyond the thirty (30) day period for good cause 
shown. Written comments regarding the proposed rate may be submitted to the Public Service 
Commission by mail or through the Public Service Commission’s website.

1. Customer's business does not require permanent installation of Company’s facilities excluding service
